ALGIERS 





Many Scenes cf Olden History are Being Visited 


E. L. 

Algeria is a very thickly populated 
country having about five million 
eight hundred thousand in 1921. Al- 
giers is the principal city and has ap- 
proximately one hundred and forty 
thousand population, of which a large 
majority are Arabs. 

This part of Africa was captured by 
the Romans in 46 B. C. and named 
Icosium. It was at that time the grain- 
ery of the Roman Empire. A_ city 
which was very large at that time was 
Carthage, but only the ruins are left 
now, and all of them that were worth 
much were carried away. In 436 A. D. 
this Roman province was seized by 
the Vandals and came under Arab 
domination in 690 A. D. From this 
time Arab blooded princes reigned on 
the throne of El-Jezair (for this was 
the name given if by the Arabs) until

the end of the twelfth century. 

In the 15th Century Algiers became 
a refuge for the Moorish subjects 
which were exiled from Spain, who 
utilized it as a base of operation for 
their pirate véssels, which at that 
time harrassed the Mediterranean sea. 
We understand that during this reign 
of piracy over three thousand vessels 
fell into the hands of these great en- 
emies of all who sailed the sea. Our 
Own republic which was at that time 
very young, suffered greatly and had 
to pay a ransom for her subjects held 
captive by the Bey of Algiers. In 1775 
we paid him $721,000 for such cap- 
tives. The place was captured in 1830 
by the French and therefore became 
a French Colony.

proaching the city is the great Mole 
of the Pinion, which formed the an- 
cient harbor. Originally it was a fort 
and was connected to the land by a 
stone break water which took 30,000 
Christian slaves three years to build. 

The first part of the city that we 
were taken through is decidedly 
French in every respect and it does 
not differ so much from the modern 
cities of America, with the exception 
of the vast number of Arabs in the 
streets. For this reason we will con- 
fine our description to the oriental 
quarter, 

The most interesting place in Al- 
giers is the Kasbah, or old Arab quar- 
ters. This place takes its name from 
the ancient citadel of the bey which 
stands on the top of the hill directly 
above the city aproximately 400 ft. 
This strong fortress was the treasure 
house of the beys, and it is said that 
at one time one of them had more 
than 12,000,000 pounds of English 
money. This would be nearly five 
times as many dollars in our money. 
The buildings were very strongly 
built and are much as they were hun- 
dreds of years ago. The walls that sur- 
round the fort are very thick, and cer- 
tainly must have offered a great resis- 
tance at the time they were built. 

As we passed through the narrow 
streets, probably six or eight feet wide, 
I was made to wonder how it was pos- 
sible that human beings could live in 
such filth and darkness. We passed 
by some dental offices. The roofs of 
which were tents or dirty pieces of 
cloth stretched so as to shield the vie- 
tim from the sun. There was no floor 
but the bare earth upon which was a 
stool used as a chair. At the front of 
the tent lay the dental instruments 
which consisted of a rude pair of for- 
ceps and an old rusty hook which we 
understand was used as an elevator. 
Beside these was something like a 
peck of extracted teeth with perhaps 
a quart of flies swarming around or 
lighted upon them. The guide told us 
that this was his advertisement as the 
dentist who had the largest pile of 
teeth was considered the best. We 
were also told the dentist is a barber 
as well and here one might get a 
shave. Weil so much for that. I did 
not have the toothache nor did I need 
a shave so we passed on . 

And now dear reader, if I thought 
you able to bare it I might attempt the 
description of an Arab restaurant, but 
I am sure that your worst imagination 
cannot be near so bad as are these 
fiithy dives. 

Along ihe streets, almost dark from 
the two or three.story stone buildings 
which at many places come almost to- 
gether over them, we saw dozens of 
Arab men and boys asieep. Their 
mouths and eyes were filled with flies 
and yet they did not awake to drive 
inem away. It is hard to conceive that 
such a lazy, awkward set of people 
can be those who a little over one hun- 
dred years ago heid the entire civilizeg 
wold in terror. 

‘The stench of these haunts was 
something terrible. Several of our 
party became greatly nauseated, anu 
yet these natives seem to enjoy sucn 
life as they chant along the way. 

We visited the carpet weaviny 
school, which is the means of pre- 
serving 2riental art in Algiers. The 
little Arab girls that weave these 
beautiful and very expensive rugs 
seem to be less than twelve years ot 
age, perhaps the younger ones being 
scarcely more than five or six. How- 
ever they use their nimble little fin- 
gers with great rapidity and it is very 
amusing to watch them. 

Our next place of interest was the 
Palace of the bey, which is built next 
to that which was originally his pri- 
vate mosque. This palace has been 
standing for more than four hundred 
years. The beauty of the interior is 
almost indescribable. The thrones, the 
paintings and decorations are said to 
be much as they were during the reign 
of the beys yet they have lost none 
of their beauty and splendor. We 
were shown one small door which lea 
into a secret passage to the sea. This 
passage was made by Christian slaves, 
and when they could no longer stand 
the hard labor imposed upon them, 
they were killed and buried along the 
sides of the underground passage, 

We visited the cemetery and mosque 
of the Holy Marrabout. Now the Mar- 
rabout are the holy men of the _Mo- 
hammedan religion. They dress in long 
flowing white robes over baggy white 
bloomers that come to the ankle. Be- 
cause of the fact that the Marrabout 
are not supposed to work, there has 
arisen a great number of this order. 
This cemetery is where they are 
buried and the mosque is dedicated 


| to them. 


As we entered the cemetery we saw 
a large number of Arab women. Their 
faces were covered so that only a 
small hole was left for them to peep 
through to find their way. As their 
robe or dress was white they lookea

There 
were no pictures on the walls as the 
Moslems do not believe in pictures. 

We returned to the boat about 4:00 
p. m. and as our ship was being coal- 
ed by about one hundred Arabs, (this 
was done by hand with baskets), we 
thought to get a photograph of them. 
When Brother Tharp pointed the 
camera at them they began to jump 
and shout until it seemed impossible 
to get one.
